asserts writer Victor Pemberton with genuine 
regard for his old colleague.

We had loca- 
tions, which you didn't get a lot of in those days, and two 
helicopters, which was quite something.” 

The late Hugh David recalled with amusement the diffi- 
culties Episode 5's visual opportunities presented. For the 
scene where the weed finally burst through the observation 
pipe a larger scale set was constructed which occupied 
Studios 3A and B at the BBC's film studios at Ealing. “The 
set was rather like a James Bond set — only done on 
fourpence! It was raised up on to different levels, and we 
had lots of perspex cylinders coming in filled with gas, 
which were being attended to by white-coated scientists. | 
got four film cameras dotted about, one very high up, and it 
wasn't going to be rehearsed. It was one take. | told the 
extras not to worry, we were going to fill the place with foam 
and they were to get out of the set, one way or another, 
after a lot of confusion and panic. Well, | had no idea of the 
speed of this foam. Apparently, there were about fifty gal- 
lons of water a minute going into it. So | gave the word, and 
it all started up. For about thirty seconds nothing happened, 
so | called, ‘Keep acting. It's gonna happen in a moment!’ 

“Suddenly the place convulsed. Foam gushed in at an 
incredible speed. A lot of actors were on a high platform, 
and when they got down, they could not see where they 
were going. They really did panic. What ensued was fantas- 
tic from my point of view, because it was real-life panic. 
There was about six inches of water in the studio after that.” 

Further problems were posed by a certain cautious cast 
member. “Pat Troughton refused point blank to to go up in 
the helicopter. Not even six inches off the ground. But the 
Doctor was supposed to be flying in it, and in keeping with 
his character it had to be rather hair-raising. As the Doctor 
had never flown one before, the helicopter had to do all 
sorts of amusing things — diving, and looping the loop, etc. 
Pat said he didn’t mind sitting in one, however, and would 
allow the blades to go round, as long as it stayed on the 
ground. So we filmed that at Denham. | borrowed a col- 
lapsible pram from one of my children, and wheeled the 
cameraman on it quickly underneath the helicopter. He 
used a swivel lens to give the impression of it sweeping up 
into the air. 

Once airborne, the Doctor reports the horrifying extent of 
the weed colony's possession. “We had great trouble draw- 
ing the sea water up to produce any foam, let alone cover 
the fort. | don't know how they did it in the end! Poor Peter 
Day, the visual effects man, had to be left there overnight 
setting it up and obviously he wasn't terribly happy about it. 
The weather was atrocious and it was on the cards we 
ing not have been able to get back to him for a whole 
week.”

Price frantically attempts to contact Rig D, but the radio silence 
indicates it has fallen to the same fate as the others. The Doctor sug- 
gests that the first people to fall under the weed's influence would 
have been the engineers attempting to clear it when it was first drawn. 
up by the drilling. Megan says that the infected engineers, whoever 
they may be, must be kept away from Robson — in his unbalanced 
slate he would make an ideal pawn. Harris recalls that Victoria's 
attacker in the oxygen room was wearing a gas mask. He needs little 
prompting from the Doctor to conclude that the saboteur would need 
‘such protection “because to him pure oxygen would be toxic." 


Harris suggests using pure oxygen as a weapon against the weed 
and, although Megan concurs, the Doctor recommends caution. 
Outside the door to the oxygen store, Mr Oak and Mr Quill put on their 
gas masks before entering. 

Price reports that Robson has been located in his cabin, An armed 
quard is placed on the door. Megan tells Harris she wants to see 
Robson; they are old friends and she feels he may confide in her. 
Megan dismisses Perkins’ recommendations that she asks the gov- 
‘emment to call in the national defences — the rig crews may be alive. 
Megan gingerly opens Robson's door and finds the sleeping 
Controller. “John, John . . . | want to try to help you.” Robson groggily 
responds that no-one can help — he can't tell her what's happened. 


She stemly tells him to fight the weed's influence, and Robson 
struggles against the mind control, before relapsing. Fearing the worst, 
Hams rushes In. They leave the distressed Robson and discuss pos- 
sible solutions. They conclude the weed must be destroyed. 

Jamie and Victoria are both anxious. The Doctor believes the weed 
has little alternative but to attack the compound — it is the gas distribu- 
tion centre. “We must finda wees attacking its nerve centre before it 
does,” Harris Suagests striking back with oxygen, and while the Doctor 
considers this Megan puts the oxygen store-room under guard. 


Lying on his bed, Robson succumbs to the influence on his mind. The 
heartbeat forms an eerie backdrop to telepathic instructions which he 
immediately obeys. Climbing off his bed he leaves his room, con- 
fronting his guards. Opening his mouth he exhales a burst of toxic gas 
which overcomes them. Obeying further silent instructions he leaves. 
‘The oxygen store is discovered to be empty. “Someone amongst us 
here,” eicos the Doctor, "is under the contro! of the weed.” A per- 
sonnel check, using fingerprint files, is instituted. Victoria notices Oak 
and Quill slipping out of the room, and points out her assailants to 
Jamie, They follow the treacherous dua into the corridor. 


As Oak escapes Jamie arappies with Quill. The screams of an 
alarmed Victoria appear to weaken the saboteur who then collapses, 
The weed in the observation pipe begins to expand, in.a similar way to 
the Doctor's sample. As the concerned hear that the escaped 
Robson has attacked a guard, the pipe breaks under the enormous 
pressure and a huge weed-creature explodes, seething across the 
foom. Before the Doctor and Jamie can follow Megan and the 
beleaguered crew into the impeller room, a safety door slams in their 
pee The Doctor rushes to another, open, exit, and positions himself 
etween the closing doors. Jamie squeezes past and, temporarily 
Safe, they search for Victoria. Robson Bae the kidnapped Victoria 
through a sea entrance door and into the front of a nearby vehicle. 


Throughout the stricken base, emergency sirens start to blare out as 
the crew attempt to seal off the pipeline room and search for Robson. 
The escaped Controller drives his captive to a waiting company heli- 
copter, and carries her into the cockpit 

Back at the base, Price and Harris monitor the helicopter as it takes 
off. As the Doctor and Jamie rush in Harris informs them that Victoria 
is in the helicopter with Robson. In the cockpit Robson hears the 
Doctor's voice on the radio. “They're trying to contro! you!” he warns. 


Robson impassionately replies that he has the girl hostage. “If you 
want her to live — come over to us.”
